Dog gone it 


After reading your editorial in the 
April 27 issue on “Life or Death for the 
Two-Stroke: Is the Jury Still Out?,” it 
was obvious that you were not aware of 
a new two-stroke oil substitute called 
“Cycle 2.” The new concentrate 
developed by General Foods has some 
pretty exotic chemicals in it, ie. 
magnesium oxide, dialphatocopheryl 
acetate, pyridoxine hydrochloride, etc. 
This combination of ingredients (along 
with some rather mundane compounds, 
such as meat by-products and oat flour) 
added to high octane gasoline produces 
a two-stroke fuel mixture that is not 
only smokeless, but any residues can be 
eaten by dogs, cats, coyotes, blunt nose 
lizards, etc. 

Although the can implies the product 
is only for 1-7 year old dogs (Yamaha 
DT-1’s, Kawasaki Bighorn Enduros, 
etc.), I have had excellent results using 
it in my new 125 Monoshock. I’ve 
experimented with mix ratios and found 
that three tablespoons of Cycle 2 along 
with five gallons of gas works great. I 
hope that this replay will quell some of 
your “Doomsday” fears!

proven effective because when the 
final flag dropped at the Kawasaki 


sponsored Towaliga River Cycle 
Park 250cc National MX, it was 
none other than Jammin' Jimmy 
Weinert and his Steve Johnson 
tuned Kawasaki sitting in the winner’s 
circle accepting congratulations from 
Miss Penthouse. 

Weinert was wired from the moment 
he’d hit Georgia. Following two days of 
press luncheons, TV talks, radio rap 
sessions and other public relations tricks 
that would have worn down almost any 
other individual, the flamboyant, 
outspoken Jammer arrived at the track 
with his mental throttle already locked 
at WFO. 

Can-Am’s Jimmy Ellis did his best to 
quell Weinert’s exuberance, thrusting his 
MX National Number 10 to the head of 
the first moto charge down Towaliga’s 
long starting straight and through turn 
one. Weinert was hot on his tail, and 
Honda's Rich Eierstedt led Kawasaki 
rider Gary Semics, Can-Am's John 
Savitaki and Suzuki's Steve Stackable 
for the first lap. 

Reigning 250cc National Champion 
Tony D. had started slowly and held 
down 14th place at the completion of 
the opening lap. Tony was destined to 
take a fall during the moto, twisting his 


previously injured right thumb and, 


bruising both thighs on the handlebars. 

On lap two, less than three minutes 
into the moto, Weinert overtook Ellis. 
From then on, the Jammer was 
untouchable and number four headed 
the scorekeepers’ lap charts for the next 
40 minutes. 

At the halfway flags, Weinert held a 
seven second lead over Eierstedt. Ellis 


had dropped back after experiencing a 
problem with his machine. 

“Electrics,” was his father’s one word 
explanation, reminescent of Don Jones’ 
replies from past years, and spoken in 
the tone of voice that suggested that no 
further details were necessary. Jimmy's 
motor kept quitting, and he had to take 
a 40-point DNF score for the first leg. 
Steve Stackable moved up early in the 
second half of the moto to pass Semics 
and take over third behind Eierstedt. He 
continued a hard, solid drive up through 
until, at approximately the 25 minute 
mark, he held his eventual finishing 
position of second. By then, Jimmy 
Weinert was 22 seconds ahead and 
flying free. 

Following Weinert, Stackable and 
Eierstedt at the finish line were Semics, 
Hannah and DiStefano. 


Round two saw Rich Eierstedt 
outpowering the field on his RC Honda, 
but Weinert hung close in second. He 
waited for a lap and a half for Eierstedt 
to make a mistake, but when it didn't 
come the Jammer made his own way 
past. On an “S” turn so tight that 
passing seemed impossible, Jimmy 
wedged his front wheel inside and shot 
past before Rich knew what was 
happening. 

Gary Semics, the other half of Team 
Kawasaki, held third at the end of lap 
one. Tony DiStefano had no intention 
of letting Gary keep the position, 
however, and took it away on the 
second lap. DiStefano had gotten off 
the line competitively this time, fourth, 
and he had obvious intentions of 
making life difficult for Weinert. 


In the first 15 minutes, the top three 
(Weinert, Eierstedt and DiStefano) rode 
steadily. Eierstedt” kept the Jammer on 
his toes, passing for the lead once on the 
sixth lap, but Weinert returned the favor 
on the next time around. 

All the while, DiStefano gained 
ground on the pair. The crowd saw the 
inevitable clash in the making, and 
started cheering before the action even 
got started. 

Just before the halfway mark, 
DiStefano fumbled coming over an 
awkward man-made hump on the infield 
and did a Laugh-In style get-off. It took 
him a few moments to get out from 
under the Suzuki, but once he did the 
chase was on. He’d lost considerable 
time on the leaders, but within the next 
four-five laps he caught and passed 
Eierstedt and set his sights on the 
Jammer. 

With eight minutes remaining, 
DiStefano closed the gap and the best 
duel of the afternoon began. After a 
couple false tries, DiStefano finally got 
past. He held the gas on for that extra 
split second at the end of Towaliga’s 
longest straight and shut off Weinert at 
the mechanic’s area turn. Jammer 
repassed, and the pair rode virtually side 
by side for the next two laps. Then, on 
a tight left hander just before entering a 
six-foot deep pit, Tony cut inside and 
clipped Jimmy setting him over at least 
six inches sideways. 

The «crowd tensed. The Jammer, who 
didn’t get that nickname for the way he 
likes his morning toast, had just received 
a taste of his own rough-and-tumble 
top line motocross tactics. 


Following the top two, almost 
forgotten in the excitement, Steve 
Stackable had gotten past Rich 


Eierstedt for third in the moto and 
second overall for the day ...a great 
ride. 

Rich Eierstedt scored fourth in a day 
of “racin’ with the big boys," as he 
described it to Weinert.

Joyner took 
the lead from fast starter Robbins on 
the sixth lap and rode on top until lap 
12 when Robbins repassed. 

Former Yamaha rider Furman Gray 
passed Robbins to hold the lead for two 
of the final three laps in the moto, but 
while riding to a sure moto win, his’

LE MANS, FRANCE, APRIL 25 

Barry Sheene staked an early 
claim to the 500cc world title 
with. a convincing victory in the 
French Grand Prix at Le Mans, the 
opening round in this year's series. 
On a new lightweight Suzuki four 
with a special frame, Barry pulled 
through from a first lap tenth place 
to catch and pass early leader Johnny 
Cecotto (Yam) midway through the 29 
lap race. 

Marco Lucchinelli was the sensation 
of the meeting. The 22 year old rider 
from La Spezia was riding in his first 
Grand Prix outside his native Italy, and 
he has been racing only two seasons. 
Until the final session of practice on 
Saturday evening he had set the fastest 
lap, then only Sheene was able to 
improve on his time. 

Lucchinelli made a poor start in the 
race, with his production Suzuki 
running on just two cylinders, but he 
soon carved his way through the pack to 
third. It looked as though he might pass 
Cecotto as the pair started the last lap 
separated by just a few yards, but Marco 
was low on fuel and had to coax his 
motor on the final kilometre. Even so 
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For Texaco, Forward Trust, and a host of others, 
Barry Sheene carried the flag in the 500cc class. 


he set the. fastest lap in the race, after 
Sheene had earlier smashed Agostini’s 
old lap record by ten seconds. 

Watched by a crowd of 70,000 the 
little West German Herbert Rittberger 
won the 50cc race from Rudolf Kunz, 
after reigning champion Angel Nieto 
making his GP debut on the little 
Bultaco had been brought down on the 
first lap. >. z 

Walter Villa (H-D) was only third at 
the end of the first lap in the 250cc 
race, behind the Morbidellis of Paulo 
Pileri and Pirpaulo Bianchi, but Villa 
soon took control and left the pack at 
an impressive rate. He won easily, 
despite sliding off on the sweeping right 
hander just before the finish line. At the 
end of the race he was still more than 
30 seconds ahead of his 
Harley-Davidson teammate Franco 
Bonera, who had battled through to 
runner up position after a poor start. 
Тһе Morbidelli pair both pulled out 
with rear suspension troubles. 

American Pat Evans, second fastest in 
practice on a borrowed machine pulled 
out of the race after just a handful of 
laps with mechanical problems. Finn 
Tapio Virtanen on the East German MZ 
showed just how quick the bike is, 
before being forced out by an oiled 
plug. 

The Harley-Davidson factory in Italy 
has worked wonders with the 350cc 
machine this winter, for Villa had little 
trouble in destroying the opposition. 

Giacomo . Agostini (MV) had been 
fastest in practice. A real surprise that 
had many people shaking their heads in 
disbelief. And the mystery wasn't 
helped by Ago pulling out of the race 
after just a few laps when chasing Villa. 
The last time the 350 saw the race 
tracks it was never that quick! 

Johnny Cecotto tried hard to peg 
back Villa, but once Walter had the pit 
signal he just piled on more pressure to 
pull away. Behind this pair a ten man 
group fought for points. 

Johnny Cecotto set the 500cc pace, 
with young Englishman Steve Parrish, 
who had been on the sixth row on the 
grid, behind him going into the first, 
fast right hand sweep. Sheene was 
sluggish to start, and so was Lucchinelli. 
Cecotto was still ahead first time 
around, with John Williams on the other 
Suzuki GB entered “four” second, Phil 
Read third and  Teuvo  Lansivuori 
fourth. 

Sheene moved ahead of Cecotto on 
the 15th lap, but his teammate John 
Williams overdid things, and he was 
brought down when his Suzuki silencers 


lifted the rear wheel off the ground. 
Fortunately John was unhurt. 

Cecotto was caught napping by the 
sudden arrival of  Lucchinelli. The 
Italian was right on Johnny's tail 
starting the 29th and final lap, but his 
Suzuki began to run out of petrol and 
he was forced to slow down. 


Lansivuori, his machine not running 
properly, was happy to be fourth but 
the reigning champion Giacomo 
Agostini on the MV had to settle for 
fifth place. 


Pat Hennen, the American making his 
debut in the world championship series, 
had trouble in starting his standard 
Suzuki “four” and failed to overcome 
the handicap. Phil Read’s race was 
shortlived. Third on the opening lap his 
Suzuki seized yet again (reputedly for 
the 17th time!) and he was forced to 
stop. 

In the sidecar race that brought the 
eight hour long program to a close Rolf 
Biland showed just how good he and his 
special Yamaha powered outfit is, by 
coming from the back to catch and pass 
West German Werner Scwarzel, after. 
seven laps. 

The new FIM regulation on silencing 
was disregarded, with half the entry 
fitting mufflers, and the rest ignorning 
the new rule. To complete the general 
“Alice in Wonderland” feeling the FIM 
jury allowed the 250s to race with 


“slick” tires, despite the general 
council’s recent ruling against them! It 
was that sort of meeting. °

The 49er

April 27, 1976 

The high-flying Eagles of Costa 
Mesa swooped in to meat the 
Sharks, starting the third week of 
team racing. Meat is what the 
Eagles made of the Sharks, by an 
18 point spread. The 48 to 30 
score is the most total points 
turned in one night by any team 
so far this season. 

The first event was to be the only time 
the advantage went to the Sharks, when 
Bobby Schwartz took the checkered 
flag for three points. His teammate. and 
captain of the Sharks, Sonny Nutter, 
added one more point for his third place 
finish. 

The next 12 events were disaster. Most 
of the team got off at least once during 
the night. The Sharks went into the 
competition without a ‘reserve rider 
because of Dave Sims' ankle injury. f 

There were an unusual amount of 
crashes just because of the team spirit is 
so high. No one was hurt, although the 
toll of good racing equipment was 
heavy. SRA referee Doug Barrett wisely 
called off one of the Second Division 
heat races, after the race had to be 
stopped three times due to crashes 
involving at least three riders. 

Fred Heldoorn was one rider who had 
more than just a rough night of it. In 
one spectacular crash he ended upside 
down against the crash wall. His bike 
rolled over him as he got up, putting the 
motorcycle back on its wheels with the 
throttle full-on. The bike took off 
head-on into traffic, as yours truly and 
half a dozen others ran for cover behind 
a two-inch flagpole. The bike then hit 
the cement grandstand wall, folding it 
up like a Coors’ can, the motor still 
screaming as Fred ran over and

He did so good, in 
fact, that his leathers weren't even dirty. 
Fishback rode like an animal, defying 
most of the laws of physics as he drove, 
pushed, heaved and slid his Jawa about 
the track. But animalism couldn't beat 
finesse as Meister was top points man 








along with Larry Shaw, who went into 
the final against Brian Short and Dubb’ 
Ferrell to cream, steam, and ream 
Bakersfield with what was hyped as the. 
biggest points spread (49 to 27) of the 
season. š 
Intermission was a circus unto itself 
as it was announced that Danny 
"Berserko" Becker would face off 
“Tumbleweed” Walton the next week. 
A couple of Hell’s Angels then came up 
to the booth to make an offer to some 
aspiring rider. They had a Norton engine 
and some other stuff to make up a 
speedway bike to race at Berdoo.

Team leader Rick Woods turned in a 

perfect score at Costa Mesa to lead his 

team to victory over the San Bernardino 

Sizzlers. Rick was able to pass other 

riders anywhere on the track, whether 

down low on the pole or right up 

against the crash wall. A true stylist! 
Woods' team, the Eagles, put the 


fizzle to the red-hot Sizzlers who had, . 


until then, only been beaten once this 
season, and then only by one point. The 
score, 44 to 34, a ten-point spread, was 
more than sufficient. 

The next two hi-point scorers of the 
night were Bill Cody and Alan Christian; 
Cody with 11 points and Christian with 
nine, both on the winning Eagles. 

It is not very often that a Division 
Two rider gets much attention from the 
fans, but Tumbleweed Walton, at 250 
pounds, just a little over five and one 
half feet tall and dressed in a pair of 
leathers that resemble bib overalls, is the 
exception to the rule.

Tom Kelly 
captures Cal City

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., MAY 1-2 
Moving from a 125 to 250 for this 
race, Tom Kelly (KTM) won the 
Amateur/Expert finale at the 
DRA California City Grand Prix. 
Kelly's first overall win happily 
netted him $1000 in cash plus 
contingencies. 

DRA changed from a mass 
desert start to a row-by-row start, with 
the event being timed and position 
adjusted by start row. Kelly started in 
front, along with Morgan Malocco (500 
Yam) who took the early lead. Pre-race 
favorite Bob Balentine (400 KTM) 
started on the second row (15 seconds 
behind the first) and passed Kelly on 
the pavement section coming into town 
to take second. 

On the second loop Balentine almost 
caught Malocco only to run out of gas 
and lose a couple of minutes. Morgan 
further increased his lead on the third 
loop when Balentine lost his rear brake 
and had to stop for a replacement. 

On the fourth loop, Malocco was 
blasting down a fireroad when a van 
pulled out in front of him. Morgan 
skillfully laid it down, and would have 
slid to a safe stop, but a powder hole 
caught a wheel and flipped him. He 
arrived back in the pits shaken but 
unhurt. 

Kelly took over the lead, with Mike 


Keen (360 Hus) in second, Wayne 
Garrett (500 Yam) in third and 
Balentine in fourth. On the last loop 
Balentine passed Garrett, almost got by 
Keen, and again ran out of gas. 

Kelly finished the 100-mile race with 
a two-minute lead. The 250 KTM had 
been given to him and Jeff Kaplan for 
the Baja. Friday he saw his 125 Mono 
scattered all over the garage, looked at 
the KTM sitting there ready to go, and 
figured... 

Keen, who finished second last fall, 


‘did it again, and picked up around 


$450. Balentine finished third, second 
Open. Expert. Garrett finished fourth, 
just ahead of Daryn Wyatt (360 Hus), 
the first Amateur. Monte Lee (250

Yam) worked his way up from the 13th 
row to sixth. Bill Tarling (250. Hus) 
finished seventh, first 250 Amateur 
after taking the overall Novice win last 
fall. 

John McDowell (400 Hus) blasted off 
his Novice front row start and into the 
lead just as the course hit the dirt. It 
was clean goggles for winner McDowell 
during the remainder of the race. Ralph 
Griffin (250 KTM) started alongside 
McDowell and finished a strong third, 
but Ron Smith (250 Yam) worked his 
way up from the eighth row to beat him 
into second. Lee Schaffers (Yam) 
finished in front of the small-bore

contingent, while Ken Ellis (400 Hus) 
took first Senior. Michelle Griffin 
(Ralph's old lady) borrowed Tony 
Steffins’ 250 Mono and was the only 
girl to go all four loops. 

Saturday appeared to be another 
banner day for the Pritchett family, 
with Darren taking the flag first in the 
0-200 Beginner race and his dad Willis 
doing likewise to the 250/Open 
Beginners. When the computer figured 
the elapsed time, however, Mark Round

Like riding a fire-breathing mon- 
ster Junior Ted Davidson laid 
down the law on the Ascot 
half-mile setting fast time in 
practice, blowing them away in his heat 
and then the super-hot Davidson pulled 
the carb slides to their stops and ran 
away with the Junior main. But he 
didn't run far. 

Eddie Lawson riding his potent 
Bultaco again won the Novice class and 
is now the current number one Novice 
in the nation. 

Steve Eklund, Tom Berry, Walt 
Foster and John Allison lined up for the 
Trophy Dash. Berry was extremely 
anxious, jumping twice, and almost 
unloaded skittermg around in the turn. 
Eklund went around him on the high 
groove and Allison went low and as the 
Dash ended Berry skimmed by Foster at 
the line. 


In case you've wondered, Eddie 
Lawson's Bul is a stocker. No fancy 
Ascot-type frame, Barnes wheel or disc. 
Lawson kept stretching out his lead and 
all eyes were pinned on Tim McWhorter 
as he snaked his way up to second. 
Following right with him into third was 
Dave Lujan just ahead of Rod Spencer. 

The Junior Main turned into a bad 
dream for Ted Davidson. Shooting out 
of the first scramble with the lead, he 
proceeded to put a lot of distance 
between himself and friendly rival Steve 
Fortune. 

Davidson was really smokin’ when 
the old adage “they always go fastest 
before they blow” came true; coming 
out of turn four the ignition went, 
complete with flames popping out of 
the headers. A surprised Steve Fortune 
found himself with the lead on the very 
last lap. 

Tom Berry led off the Expert 
procession and Steve Eklund found 
himself being shoved up into the high 
groove to get by. Once out front he 
pulled ahead and Rob Morrison arrived 
to dive under Berry into second. 

Berry was still quite erratic, It was

wild and wooly to watch, but eventually 
he went down with Foster in a bad 
looking crash and the race was stopped. 
Happily, both racers were able to walk 
back to the pits, with a little help from 
their friends. 

The re-start was single file and despite 
a great try by Rob Morrison to hold 
onto the lead briefly it was soon Eklund 
running out front again and pulling 
away. Dorsch was securely behind 
Morrison, followed by Rick Kraft while 
Jim Wright managed to hold off John 
Allison for a while but eventually lost 
out.

Gary Scott returns to Ascot in what 
promises to be an exciting evening as 
more top riders converge on the west 
coast for the Long Beach Indoor Short 
Track and the upcoming San Jose Mile.

DEHESA VALLEY, CAL., APRIL 18 

Despite poor turn outs and finan- 
cial hassels, San Diego's only dirt 
track oriented club continues to 
present a program of fine racing 
for those who prefer sliding it 
sideways. This second race of the 


season provided some incredibly tight 
racing from the 250 and Open Expert 
events. 

Billy Hicks (Yam) grabbed the lead in 
the first 250 Expert round, only to 
relinquish it to Tim Melancon (Yam) on 
the second lap. Hicks did his best to 
hold his position, but was bumped back 
to third by Richie Volk (Yam) who was 
charging up from a bad start. Volk’s 
persistance soon had him clinging to 
Melancon’s rear fender. He pressured 
right down to the wire, losing out by a 
mere wheel length. 

Mark Little (Bul) holeshot the first 
Open Expert heat, but soon faded after 
brother Steve (BSA) and Tim Melancon 
(Yam) slipped by on the inside exiting 
the first turn. Jeff Allison (Kaw) was 
challenging Melancon's lead on the third 
lap, but got a little over-eager and ate it 
in the sweeper soon after. Steve Little 
put his Beezer back into second with 
Scott Marshall (Yam) pressuring in 
third. 

The second 250 Expert round saw 
Bill Sims (Yam) pull the holeshot. Bill’s 
moment of glory was short lived as 
Richie Volk stung him at the top of 
Dehesa’s long uphill and Melancon 
followed suit. Volk ran away with it to 
take the win. Melancon grabbed a secure 
second and Hicks zapped Sims for third. 

The second Open Expert heat saw 
another Little holeshot, this time Steve 
holding honors aboard his BSA. Little 
exited the start sweeper stone sideways 
but after holding the lead for one lap 
the BSA pulled its favorite number and 
quit. Melancon inherited the lead. 
Meanwhile, Jeff Allison (Kaw) slipped 
past Knauer into second and closed the 
gap on Melancon. Allison made his 
move on the fourth lap and went on to 
take the flag, leaving Melancon second 
with Knauer a close third. 

Billy Hicks aced the pack in the last 
250 round but lost it exiting the 
sweeper when Volk slipped by on the 
inside. Volk moved out into another 
strong lead while a freight train of riders 
battled over third. At the flag it was 
Volk, Hicks, Melancon and Scheilger. 
Volk collected the overall. 

Melancon grabbed the lead in the last 
Open round, pursued by Scott Marshell 
(Yam). Knauer moved up to challenge 
Marshell for second and was soon joined 
by Allison. All three riders dueled, 
inches apart, right down to the last lap. 
Allison, who had fallen off the pace, 
cranked his Kaw to the max and zapped 
both riders on the outside exiting the 
sweeper. Allison's maneuver secured 
second overall behind Melancon. е

Chuck Strohmenger. used his 
Yamaha RD350 to give riders of 
larger machines fits today in the 
Super Cafe class.

Racing in 500 Production later, 
Strohmenger's attempts to do as well as 
he did in the Super Cafe race were 
thwarted when he crashed in Turn 16 
on the fourth lap.

: got down on the white line in Turn 16 


and got off really fast." 


Strohmenger’s left arm was packed 
with ice and wrapped in a splint after 


the race. He swore’ he’d become a tuner 


and give up raios if the arm was 
broken. 

Mike Baeder led the first lap of 250 
GP, with David Emde and Harry 
Klinzmann right behind. At the last turn 
of the road course, Klinzmann just 
drove past Emde and closed up on 
Baeder. The two leaders pulled away 
from Emde. At the mid-way point, 
Baeder still led, but Klinzmann passed 
on the next lap. One more lap and 
Baeder pulled off the track with a 
broken ring. Klinzmann beat Emde by 
15 seconds. Dick Fuller was third. 

In a 350 GP rematch, Baeder led until 
he crashed. Jumping up im a fury, 
Baeder threw his helmet. Klinzmann 
kept his cool and his helmet on, and 
won. Emde did not finish, having 
thrown his chain. e

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ATA trials 
at Elsinore

ELSINORE, CAL., APRIL 25 

District 37 TT Scrambles aren't 
the only things that happen at 
Elsinore Raceway these days. First 
they put in a speedway practice 
oval; then along came the Plonkers 
to throw an ATA points trial on a 
seven-mile loop laid out m the 
hills surrounding the track. 

Marland Whaley, taking deliberate 
ones and twos much of the time, found 
the best way to work the loose soil 
laced with rocks. The trial was difficult 
for Experts and fairly easy for everyone 
else, as the scores bear out (Marland's 
50 compared to Amateur winner Marty 
Tripes' 23 or Novice winner Lance 
Verburg's 14). Bernie Schreiber was 
second Expert nine points in arrears 
after four “fives” netted him a 
disastrous 28-point first loop. It was 
catch-up from then on. Mike Griffitts, 
first time out on Vic’s 348 Cota, was 
third with a 65. 

"The trial opened (for Experts and 
Amateurs) with two good 
“mountain-goat” spectator traps. Trap 
One was a humongous rockpile with 
treacherous footing. While the Amateurs 
rode it straight across, the Experts were 
given a scary-looking approach straight 
up and down a bluff before hitting the 
rocks. After about 20 minutes of 
sandbagging, “After you Alphonse” and 
walking up and down the bluff to 


improve the trail, the Experts wound up ‘ 


riding it like a freeway until they got on 
the rocks. Griffitts was clean, Whaley 
took an angry two, while Bernie got 
sideways in the rocks and took out a 
Stake for a surprise five. 

Trap two, Griffitts fived on a sharp 
rock step, Bernie fived in about the 
same place, Marland Scrambled and 
saved it with a three. That set the 
pattern for much of the trial. The 
“killer” section for Experts was a 
powdery hillclimb laced with hidden

rocks which everybody blew at least 
once. Marland fived it twice, then 
one-dabbed it on the third and final 
loop. 

In other classes, the winners vaulted 
clear and away from their competition.

Verburg had eight points on 
second Novice Paul Webster, though 
third-fourth was a points tie resolved by 
cleans, as. was second-third in the 
Amateur class.

BOISE’S TT 
WEEKEND —

BOISE, ID, APRIL 23, 24 & 25 

Boise, Idaho is one of the best 
places in the country to be into 
motorcycling and contains a large 
ratio of bikes-to-people. Each 
year toward the last of April, 
Boise becomes completely “bike 
crazy” as the annual TT Weekend 
happens. Record crowds and fine 
weather marked the Friday night short 
track event and the motocross on 
Saturday but a cold, windy day (which 
even included some spring snow) kept 
attendance down at the Pacific Regional 
TT Championships on Sunday. 

Miserable day or not, Harley rider 
Paul Bostrom came away from the TT 
$800 richer and several seconds ahead 
of Little John Hateley (Tri) in the 
Expert Main. Hateley had fast time with 
a 23.272 on the Boise track but in the 
Main, Bostrom took the lead right away 
and was never seriously challenged. 
Randy Scott worked his way up to 
second and was charging hard when his 
bid for some cash was ended coming out 
of the big corner. Randy still managed 
to remount and finish tenth. 

Bostrom came to ride this weekend 
and showed some real style on Friday 
night with his Moto Villa short tracker. 
Neither Bostrom or John Gennai (Bul) 
managed to place significantly in the 
short track, however, as Paul ran into 
problems and Gennai squeaked through 
with a third behind Juniors Mickey Fay 
and Lester Huey. 

The short track races didn’t wind 
down until 2:00 A.M. One of the best 
runs of the night saw Boise’s start track 
racers banging handlebars in the 360 
Novice “А” go-round. Lew Alter 
narrowly aced out Nate Gross in a 
couple of rough and tumble heats with 
Denny Lee and Steve Cowles nipping at, 
their heels. Lee took top honors for 
“save of the night” by coming out of 
the south corner doing multiple 
tank-slappers and recovering with a 
straightaway length wheelie. The crowd 
went bonkers and Denny’s dad (Howard 
Lee, the club president) nearly went 
into cardiac arrest. Lee, Alter and Gross 
(along with the Owyhee Club's number 
one short track plate Bill Cook) were 
just warming up for the Novice TT 
event. 

Microscopic Danny Atkinson wailed 
the large field of Mini Experts on his 
Yammie. Danny also contested the 125 
Expert event but couldn't match horses 
with the shoes on the 7.5 inch scooters. 

After staying up until 2:00 A.M., no 
one was really ready to “go 
motocrossin"" first thing Saturday, but 
that didn't stop them! Practice was 
dynamite with the smooth wide track in 
perfect shape. 

Several of the TT types brought MX 
bikes and this provided an interesting 
match-up in some classes. Little John 
was circulating fast and smooth on a

Maico, as he held bike and body 
together for third Open Expert behind 
Barney Newman and Matt James. Matt 
came down from Spokane, Washington 
for TT weekend and had a pretty 
successful time, between his motocross 
win and firsts in two classes on the short 
track. 

Other surprise entries in Saturday’s 
MX were John Gennai and the venerable 
Dick Mann. The experts ran down 
Peaceful Cove’s famous Sand Hill and, 
as always, it took its toll. Boise hot shot 
Kenny Gallegos (Hon) ended up in a 
pile with Ed Davis (Hon) at the base of 
the hill on the first lap of the first 125 
Expert Qualifier and rode his buns off 
to get back into the top five. Short 
tracker Lew Alter (YZM) was also right 
up there in the 125 moto. When it came 
to the single “money moto”, however, 
it was Tacoma's Gary Racca putting it to 
'em for the overall. 

A smaller field was present in the 
250 Expert event and it was Mark 
Kaestner pulling off a win over 
hard-ridin’ Larry Buffington of Boise. 
Larry also contested the Open Expert 
event but lost his bid when his Kaw got 
out from under him on the sand hill. 
Larry suffered a set of broken 
handlebars in the incident and said of

his crash, “I was goin’ for it!” 

A look out the window Sunday 
morning gave one an impression of what 
was to come as gray skies and storm 
clouds seemed to be rhoving across the 
Boise Valley. The wind was biting and 
there were periods of snow interspersed 
with sunshine as the Pacific Regional TT 
Championships got underway. 


Boise favorite Mert Lawmill wasn’t 
up to snuff and all of the cheering the 
partisan crowd could muster wasn’t 
enough to get Mert his transfer. Another 
favorite, Sonny Burres (Tri), came 
through in dynamite style to scarf the 
Expert Trophy Dash. Boise’s Denny Lee 
(Yam) had fast Novice time and was 
sitting on the pole for the Dash only to 
relinquish the win to Danny Hogue. 
Junior Ted Davidson did it to the boys 
in the Junior Trophy Dash and then 
proved this was no fluke by winning the 
Main. 

Intermittant snow flurries and 
occasional sunshine didn’t slow down 
the Novices who had to scramble for 
qualification. There were 10 heats with 
the winner transfering to the Main. Only 
the winner of each Semi got a transfer 
and, in the first Semi, it was Boise’s Lew 
Alter riding right on the brink of 


disaster to look like a winner. The other 
Boisean in the race, Nate Gross (Hon), 
was working his way up slowly and beat 
out Lew for the Main Event slot right at 
the finish. line! Lew got* into some 
trouble coming around the big corner 
on the last lap and Nate's drive carried 
him in for a transfer. 

Of the three Boise riders in the 
Novice Main, Denny Lee was the only 
one in the top five in fourth place. 
Gross ended up sixth with Bill Cook 
right behind him. Eddie Lawson den 
from across the river (Ontario, Oregon 
dialed it on fast and smooth for the win. 

Finally, the Expert Main, and Paul 
Bostrom jumped right out into first. Big 
Randy Skiver had his ride end hard and 
dropped out hurting. Sonny Burres 
started off well but dropped back to 
finish fifth. Little John just Кер 
motoring around and, when Randy 
Scott fell, inherited second. Ed 
Herrmann took third and Steve Eklund 
copped a fourth. Bostrom's win was the 
first at Boise for a Harley rider in quite 
a few years. If the weather will 
cooperate next year, the Boise TT 
weekend will continue to be one of the 
premier racing attractions in the 
Northwest. e

The paper is neither legal nor tender (we've 
tested it thoroughly). It reinforces our belief that 
the Federal government exists solely to ream our 
tender parts while it confiscates our earnings. 

For the edification of you who are still 
untutored in the ways of Big Government (and 
$till free), the Federal Register is a daily 


compilation of all the notices, directives, proposed. 


rules and announcements which the Executive 
Branch (with all its attachments) is required by 
law to publish. Anything they're not required to 
publish, they probably won't; because: a) it's too 
expensive, and b) they don't want you to know 


everything they'reup to.It's mailed out daily during 
the working week to anyone who coughs up the 
$50 annual subscription fee. It may be thick or 
thin from day to day, depending on how busily 
the bureaucrats have been cranking the paper mill. 
When the EPA or the FEA really gets a buzz on, a 
day's output can go to four bound volumes. 

As you thumb through its tens of thousands of 
pages, you learn that your government is into 
limiting the handling of grapefruit grown in Texas 
(don't squeeze da fruit), disposition of 
Conscientious Objectors (sounds fatal), using M-44 
devices to control predators (ditto), and really 
heavy into bathroom safety. Yep, the. Consumer 
Product Safety. Commission last year held a two 
day conference to present **proposed new-product 
performance guidelines as well as recommendation 
for reriovations and retrofit measures and concepts 
for educational programs which may enhance the 
inherent safety of the bathroom". 

Why wade through it at all? Because, buried in 
there are the notices of most BLM public land use 
meetings; proposed standards for motorcycle 
emission controls (whether we need them or not); 
official notice of helmet law sanctions; and, 
generally, the first real notice of the government's 
impending actions and intentions with respect to 
motorcycles.

Yes, horrendous as it may seem, the Federal 
Register is must reading for at least one person 
(preferably someone with a high tolerance for 
bullshit) in every major motorcyclin organization, 
as well as every major cycle publication. You can 
bet it's already required reading for the Sierra 
Club's legal arm and elsewhere in the preservation- 
movement.

P & R Spring Compressor 

This tool was designed for shop use as a 
permanent wall-mounted fixture, but we've had it 
kicking around in the back of our van or the 
bottom of our kit for months, using it in the field 
as the need arises. Since most riders decide at the 
last minute before a race that they've got the 
wrong weight springs on their shocks, we're right 
in there with the rest of the market, regardless of 
what the tool was designed for. 

You slip the lower end of your shock into the 
compression lever and secure it with a pull-pin 
that's chained to the tool so you won't lose it. 
Then you note that the upper end of the tool frame 
(which is notched to clear the shock shaft) is 
canted to match the spring spiral, and you've 
probably got the shock on the wrong way the first 
time. Never fails. 

With the shock in the right position, you nest 
that frame end in the nearest coil gap, spin the 
spring so it's snug, then heave, grunt and strain on 
the compression lever to compress the spring so 
you can get the retainer out. 

Our P & R tool did the job on everything except 
the new-generation long-travel-motocross sh 5. 
There's not enough length to the tool to clear the 
long shock bodies. Which means there's room for a 
new, improved second-generation P & R tool that 
we'll probably be hearing about soon.

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Scott goggles 


This is it kiddies! The goggles of the century or я 


at least it seems that way. Scott goggles have 
become the standard of the industry in the last 
few years. Originally Carrera goggles were in 
vogue, but now it is Scott, and for good reason. 

Aesthetically they are handsome and functional. 
Scott offers a large viewing screen that does not 
hamper peripheral vision as much as some makes. 
They have a complete foam filtration system that 
makes them the second best goggles to wear under 
dusty conditions (Skyway foam fits are first) and 
they fit snuggly yet comfortably. 

Glasses wearers are sometimes able to wear 
Scotts without problem. Other glasses wearers 
have found it necessary to cut a small hole in the 
lens to allow their frames to poke out on either 
side. 





The only problem ever encountered with our 
Scott goggles, and a common complaint, is that 
the lens inserting system of jagged cut-outs biting 
into the rubber, frames eventually chews. itself 
away. When this happens the lens doesn't want to 
stay in place. The quickest cure for this is to take a 
small piece of duct tape and place it at the top of 
the lens and frame to hold the lens in firmly. This 
preventative measure really helps preserve what is 
the finest all-around set of goggles available. 








Malcolm Smith Star gloves 


If you didn't know it was the 
bicentennial year by now it will be 
difficult to ignore after seeing the 
Malcolm Smith Star gloves. It has to 
be the most colorful glove ever made 
for motorcyclists. The glove itself is 
constructed out of a soft white leather 
that is very pliable and good looking. 
The palm is bright blue out to the 
fingertips and the padding on the back 
is red with a bie white star in the 
middle. 

The giove feels good when you wear 
it and has only a slight pre-cup, so it is 
useable for MX, enduros, and playing 
around. The only distracting aspect of 
the glove is that the pad on the back 
of the glove runs from the knuckles to 
the wrist. This pad is a little stiff when 
the glove is new and makes it slightly 
annoying to bend your hand. After a 
few rides this sensation of stiffness and 
the stiffness itself disappears. For area 
of protection and zoot-capri good 
looks the Malcolm Smith Star glove is 
tops. 





Kawasaki boots 


Kawasaki boots should be green. Of this 
we have no doubt, but down at Kawasaki 
they had other ideas and released a shapely 
boot in a muted blue. It’s a good thing too 
because few people would be interested in 
buying a green boot. Blue is a popular color 
in the current fashion conscious world of 
motorcycling racing. 

Besides the blue color and bright white 
trim the first thing that you notice when 
wearing Kawasaki Superstar boots is the 
ingenius buckles. The design is composed to 
two rollers with a locking pin in between 
them. The strap is never fully released from 
the rollers so there is no groping around 
trying to find it and feed it through. After a 
little practice this system becomes almost 
foolproof. Taking the boot off is even casier, 
just grab the strap, pull and the rollers 
immediately release the pressure. 

The Kawasaki boot has a laminated plastic 
shin guard riveted and sewn onto the front 
of the boot to ward off branches, rocks and 
small dogs. It works well, although not as 
rugged as the metal plates found on some 
boots it is aesthetically appealing and 
flexible. 

The only problem areas we encountered 
with our boots was that the toe piece was 
not screwed down all the way and required a 
little R&R before riding. The second area 
was in the fit. In a set of conventional 
leathers there was no problem, but when the 
testers leathers had plastic shin guards inside 
the boot the top buckle could not be 
tightened. The boot still fit and remained 
supple and protective, but it was slightly 
demoralizing to not be able to give it that 
last tug. Not everybody will have that 
problem. 
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Bell Moto-star 


Everyone has told the horror stories about 
Roger DeCoster's Livermore Trans-AMA get-off so 
many times that it doesn't bear repeating, but 
what does is that if the RD had been wearing the 
helmet he helped design and test he would have 
been better off. 

The Moto-star is a top-of-the-line helmet and 
the fit and finish are exactly what we've come to 
expect from Bell. It comes in the normal Bell 
colors, but there is no need to be inhibited. We 
painted ours with a little sand paper work and a 
can of blue spray paint. 

The only problem with the Moto-star is that 
putting goggles on and off requires technique. 
With the proper moves the goggles go right in 
place. With improper moves the goggles go every 
where but on your face. 


Jofa shoulder pads 


Jofa shoulder pads are among the 
best that money can buy. Among the 
best in the motorcycle shoulder pad 
business means that Jofa and Jofama 
are right at the apex. When Jofa 
equipment first came to America it 
had the blessings of the European 
supermen; DeCoster, Robert and 
Hallman. Naive American 
motocrossers thought that Europe was 
so advanced that they were making 
safety equipment especially for racing. 
AE fety equipment was originally 
designed to fend off hockey pucks and 
sticks and then applied to motocross 
racing. An application that worked 
exceptionally well. 

Jofa shoulder pads come in several 
different styles that vary in the length 
of chest protection. The more 
comfortable standard model covers 
just the area of the breast, while the 
other models extend as far as the 
navel. Jofa is made out of a high 
density material that is about 
half-an-inch thick. The critical 
protection areas are covered with 
plastic caps, including the shoulders, 
chest and forearms. Unlike the Jim 
Davis pads the plastic shoulder pads 
are hinged to flap freely into a smooth 
fit. Cosmetically the Jofa pads are 
nicely sculptured to look like you 
aren't wearing pads. 

One sidelight to Jofa shoulder pads 
is that on a large number of the pads 
the forearm guard is placed on 
backwards, so that the majority of the 
plastic protection is behind the leading 
edge of the arm. At the factory they 
need to switch the left and right arm 
guards. Unfortunately it is difficult for 
the individual to do at home. 














Tony D. boots 


Tony DiStefano is the United States 
250ce Motocross Champion and he has 
developed a complete line of racing 
products. Tony D. MX boots are distinctive 
and different. The boots come in a two-tone 
black and brown combination that has a 
very natural look about it. 

Inside the boot follows through on 
DiStefano's belief that a combination 
lace-up and buckle boot is best. The tall 
boot is first slipped on and then the boot 
strings are drawn tightly around the ankle. 
Ihe boot is then buckled with conventional 
roller and pin style buckles. 

Ihe lace-up boot provides the rider with 
support at all times and under all conditions. 
The odds of spraining an ankle or pulling a 
muscle are greatly reduced by the constant 
support. The buckles latch the natural 
brown leather, with ample padding, over the 
inner boot for additional protection. The 
only disadvantage to this system is the time 
spent lacing and unlacing the inner boot. 
Tony D. feels that the additional time is 
more than made up in protection and 
support. 

Ihe Tony D. boot was the most 
comfortable boot because it felt like a total 
package. There were no baggy spots, no 
ridges, and there was no ankle whip when 
dragging your foot through a berm. 











Race Face 

When we first saw the Race Face we were really 
amazed at what a simple and yet effective idea it 
was. People have been bolting face guards onto 
helmets, goggles, and visors now for a couple 
years. Scott goggles finally attached them to 
goggles, but the Race Face doesn't attach them to 
the goggles; it is all one piece. The face mask and 
the goggles come out of the same sheet of molded 
plastic. The inside is lined with thick foam from 
the chin to your forehead. The lens of the goggles 
snap onto the complete unit. 

The first thing we found out while testing them 
is that you can't wear glasses under them. 
Secondly, we found that on a hot muggy day the 
hottest and muggiest spot was going to be under 
the Race Face. Our. goggles fogged up 
immediately. So we poked a piece of foam out of 
the way and it cleared up. In a dust race, especially 
one where rocks are coming off the rear wheels of 
other bikes, these goggles would be quite 
functional, ‘The strap is very wide to provide 
enough tension to keep the whole mask tightly in 
place. We liked the Race Face and think you will 
too if you want something different and unusual. 





































Jofama gloves 


If the Jofama gloves look beat and 
worn that is because our tester liked 
them so much that they are the only 
kind of glove he will wear. They must 
be the only kind of glove a 
discriminating thief will wear also, as 
we had to replace the first pair right 
about the time they were feeling good. 

The Jofama glove comes with a 
heavily padded palm that some people 
like, and others hate. The schools of 
thought are that if you ride cnough 
you don't need a padded palm because 
NO VETTIUS I SS Ta 
other pedological approach is that 
padded palms cushion the grip enough 
so that callouses don't need to be 
maintained. Don’t get into this 
argument because sometimes callouses 
are regarded as trophies of the battle. 

We wed the Jofama gloves: for 
everything from road race to off-road 
races and they have taken all the 
abuse. Thus they look abused. When 
you spent a big bundle of money for a 
set of gloves they had better last a long 
time, or it would be cheaper to rent 
them. Jofama can take it so that your 
hands don't. 





Heckel boots 


If the ankle won't give then the knee will! 
Phat rock hard boot will make you blow 
your transmission! It weighs so much it will 
strain your ligaments! After all of this 
perilious build up the Heckel plastic boot 
has not caused one of these problems. One 
year's worth of a couple days a week 
bash-and-trash MNing have made them look 
dingy and worn out, but the knee bones still 
connected to the thigh bone. 

Miura Products, the friendly Bultaco 
accessory firm, claimed no break-in and they 
were right. The boot fits snuggly thanks to a 
set of adjustable quick-release buckles and a 
foam filled lower unit. When they are brand 
new the boots feel no stiffer than a new set 
of Full Bores or Ii Points and the longer 
you wear them the more flexible they 
become. Way down inside the hard-cased 
foot things loosen up a little too much. Your 
foot starts to rattle around after about six 
months causing minor irritation to 
prominent bones. Double socks cure most of 
those problems. 

The very first models had buckles that 
popped open. This was cured with a little 
locking device. Now instead of popping open 
the buckles simple break. Coat hanger makes 
an excellent replacement for the metal 
loops, but looks a little crude on an $85 
boot. 

For maximum protection from rocks, 
bikes and crashes nothing can even compare 
to the Heckel boot. It is so sturdy the BLM 
might outlaw it to protect the environment 
from being damaged in case of collision. 

































Jim Davis shoulder pads 


Safety equipment is like a life 
preserver. You may wear one for years 
and never need it, but the moment 
vou take it off a flash flood comes and 
washes you away. Jim Davis makes 
high quality safety equipment for 
motorcycle riders of all ages. One year 
ago we obtained a set of Jim Davis 
shoulder pads. They had the auspices 
honor of retailing for about half the 
price of their competitors 

Jim Davis shoulder pads are made of 
thickly woven padding that cradles 
your shoulders from the shoulder 
blades to the collar bones. The points 
of the shoulders are covered with a 
protective plastic cap, similar to knee 
caps in leathers, and the forearm pads 
liave a flexible vinyl pad. 

Within one race the pads had turned 
a grimy sweat and dirt color. Washing 
in the laundromat wouldn't get them 
clean, so we filled the sink with blue 
dye and let them sit overnight. The 
next day we dazzled the gang with 
blue shoulder pads with maroon 
plastic caps. Rock and crash 
protection is good. Jim Davis shoulder 
pads are thicker than Jofa or Jofama 
and for that reason look a lot bulkier 
when you're wearing them. These 
shoulder pads look like shoulder pads. 














U.S.G.P. boots 


One year of wear and tear on the USGP 
boots has taken more of a toll on the boot 
than it has on the tester's legs. At the first 
race one of the buckles broke off while 
latching the boots down, At the third race 
the stitching in the lining came loose and 
the padding around the heel became 
exposed. A unidentified flying rock hit the 
front of the boot, right on the area of 
maximum padding, and the leg underneath 
swelled up to provide additional natural 
padding for about two weeks. 

On the positive side the boots have been 
comfortable and without a let-up in regular 
crashing nothing orthopedic has occurred. 
The boots were guaranteed and the owner 
could return the boot for defects, such as 
buckles falling off and linings ripping out, 
without any hassles from USGP. 

The boots come in black leather with a 
sweeping red, white and blue design across 
the front. USGP also makes a pair of lace 
and buckle boots, but we inadvertently 
bought the wrong one, the regular and less 
expensive buckle kind. They look exactly 
like the lace-and-buckle models so some 
confusion could exist when you go into the 
store. Ours came in the mail. 

Except for these minor, and correctable 
flaws, the test rider liked the boots. 
Suggested changes include a metal or plastic 
plate on the shin to protect the vulnerable 
tibia and fibia, improved stitiching on the 
inside and stronger straps and buckles. 
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Shoei helmets 


When the Shoei helmet first came on the market 
every one was struck by its innovative looks and 
design. Now after a period of time the looks are 
still innovative, but the helmet has not met the 
test of time. Several road racing organizations 
frown on the use of Shoei helmets by their riders. 
We personally don't like the fit, or the protective 
cover. It does not rate as one of the best helmets 
on the market and we would urge everyone to buy 
the best helmet they can. 

The Shoei’ comes with a flip down visor that 
makes it best suited to street riding, where it has 
found its biggest market. Self enclosing visors are 
not the hot set-up in racing, because of the fog 
factor. 


Torsten Hallman jerseys 


If you want to wear what the big 
boys wear then this is the jersey. 
Constructed of the same material that 
Team Suzuki uses (50% cotton and 
50% rayon). The Hallman racing jersey 
can be obtained already printed with 
the factory logo, or plain as shown. 

We could wear the perforated nylon 
jerseys that are so popular, and cool, 
but protection is the name of the 
game. 

Torsten Hallman jerseys are made in 
Sweden and come in big Swedish sizes. 
Decide if you are going to be wearing 
shoulder pads or not before vou order. 
DN SEC MISCERE 
Hallman large, so don't order extra 
large unless you really are. 

For looks nothing comes close to 
the shimmer of tightly woven cotton 
and rayon except maybe one of 
Liberace's tux’s We heartily 
recommend these jerseys because we 
wear them ourselves. 
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MXL goggles 


MNL Snapper goggles are made by National 
Hydron, the company that came out with the 
fog-eater and scratch resistant lens. Snapper 
goggles have come on to the racing scene lately 
with Jimmy Ellis and Steve Stackable wearing 
them at the Nationals. The fit is nice and is sealed 
with foam, as are all the test goggles. Small ram jet 
type openings at the upper edge of goggles directs 
air into the frames to eliminate fogging. 

Fhe high point of the MNL goggle is the lens. 
The frames are run of the mill, but the lens is 
CAEN It is scratch resistant, which means 
very little until you test the scratchability of the 
MNL lens against any. of the others. It will scratch 
and mar, but it takes alot longer to do it. 

Tear offs mount to little pegs on either side of 
the lens, which works very effectively, but has us 
wondering about the possibility of a collision 
imbedding one of those pegs in an eye. [t hasn't 
happened, probably never will, but does exist as a 
possible risk. 








Bill Walters nylon leathers 


Bill Walters nylon/leathers are the 
sturdiest and most comfortable 
nylon/leathers we have tested to date. 
Often a set of nylon/leathers feel very 
light and airy, but Walters leathers 
have a substantial, solid cast about 
them that builds confidence. The 
nylon is tightly woven using the strong 
resilient chemical material to cover all 
the non-critical areas. Tied into the 
miracle fabric is three ounce cowhide 
on the knees, belt and seat of the 
pants. The heavy duty nylon provides 
a base to supply the buyer with 
brighter-than-bright colors. In this case 
the leathers are blue and yellow with 
the tester's name sewn on in leather: 
down the legs and across the back. 

The knees are zippered to allow 
easy access to the felt and plastic knee 
and shin guards. In our estimation Bill 
Walters nylon/leathers appear to be 
the best on the market at this time 
because of the selection of a rugged 
grade of nylon, thick cowhide, and 
careful workmanship. The fit around 
the ankles has always been a sore spot 
with many leather manufacturers, but 
Walters appears to have come up with 
just the right taper to avoid folds or 
bunching when the boot is strapped 
down.

Tony D. qoggles 


LIony DiStefano wears these goggles when he's 
out blasting around America's motocross courses. 
Built in Italy by Barrufaldi the Tony D. goggles 
come in red, white and blue. The goggles mount to 
the. face. with a neatly designed foam and cloth 
cushion on the frame. We first put the goggles on 
without a helmet and they felt terrible. Luck was 
with us and Tony D. happened to be watching us 
play around, so he walked over and said, “Put on a 
helmet." We put one on and the goggles felt fine. 

The reason for this is that the strap is mounted 
to an off-set plastic clamp that moves it out away 
from the frames. This allows the strap to fit neatly 
around the helmet without pulling or tugging on 
the goggles. 

The Tony D. goggles have adjustable vents that 
can be opened or closed by the rider depending on 
the conditions. The only problems we had with 
the goggles was that the foam cushion around the 
frames came loose and had to be silicone glued 
back in place. 
















































Jofama shoulder pads 


Jofama is not to be confused with 
Jofa, although everyone does. Both 
companies produce motorcycle safety 
equipment; specifically shoulder pads, 
elbow pads and shin guards. Jofama 
claims that its equipment is designed 
solely for use by motorcyclists, while 
Jofa's equipment is basically revised 
hockey equipment. In both points 
there is some truth, while at the same 
time both companies generate their 
products from the same basic design 
pool. We have been testing a set of 
Jofama shoulder pads with chest 
protector for over one year now and 
are totally satisfied. The pads fit well, 
protect the right areas and have an 
additional flap of protective material 
that covers some of the thorax 
portion of the body (stomach to me 
and you). 

One note of interest is that the 
plastic forearm guards on the Jofama 
pads cover the correct part of the arm, 
while many of the Jofa units don't. 
Both Jofa and Jofama share the same 
basic look, but in the units we tested 
the Jofama pads were covered with a 
vinyl :ype of material that allowed 
them to be washed or hosed off easier 
than either of the other test items. 

The only changes we would like to 
see is in the lacing of the front of the 
pads. Some other style of quick release 
snap would be better suited in this 


area on all the pads. 


Bates gloves 


Bates is one of the largest names in 
leather manufacturing and the release 
of gloves for road race and MX has 
come about as a natural extension of 
their product line. The Bates gloves 
come in a natural tan color with white 
foam padding on the back of the 
hands and fingers. The palm is padded 
with an additional layer of leather. 

In normal use the gloves hold up 
well with the seams staying fairly tight 
and soundly woven. Although after a 
period of time an occasional thread 
will begin to come loose. Whatever 
you do, don’t pull it. Snip it off 
cleanly and leave it alone. 

The gloves are soft, pliable and fit 
well. There were three points where 
we felt that improvement could be 
made. First, the cuff should be 
increased in length to allow the glove 
to fit up and over jerseys or jackets. 
Secondly, there was a small amount of 
bunching of the material near the 





joints of the fingers and the palm. This 


could probably be alleviated by 
increasing the size of the extra palm 
pad. As it is now designed the pad 
ends right on the fleshy butt of the 
hand allowing the material in the palm 
to ride up. If this was increased in size 
to cover the meat of the hand the 
resulting tension would pull the glove 
down tighter.

Di Corte, Roberts 
top 125ers

ARLINGTON, TEX., APRIL 4 

As usual, the bulk.of the action at 
‘Mosier Valley MX Park was in the 
125cc classes, with a lot of speed 
and a little luck required to place 
in any of them. Requisite quickness due 
to the state of competition, and luck to 
beat bulging classes. Not to mention 
those intangible instincts that keep 
these screamers between the fences 
while WFO around this well-groomed, 
highly demanding layout. Most of the 
riders just say it’s “neat.” 

Second moto upsets were the order 
of both 125 Novice divisions. Suzuki 
jammers Andy Prior and Jimmy Jones 
flew to first and second in the орепіп; 
round after Martin Talbot (Bul) 
disappeared halfway through, but Jones 
took the final moto all the way over 
Prior. David Donaldson (Hon) was 
looking for his third win for a five-race 
Mosier letter jacket, but after smoking 
moto one in Division II, took a slow 
start, and Mike Scarbrough (Yam) ran 
off with first overall at 2-1 over 
Donaldson’s 1-3. 

The tempo really picked up in 125 
Intermediate, as the David Jones-David 
DiCorte rivalry continued to highlight 
today’s 28 rider field. Jones’ Honda and 
DiCorte’s Yammer rubbed axles back 
and forth throughout the first moto, 
with Dennis Goodson (Suz) and Bruce 
Hallmark (Hon) holding third and 
fourth, until DiCorte took the flag, 
getting by Jones on the last lap. Round 
two saw Jones and Kirk Spencer (Yam) 
jumping the pack; but Jones promptly 
crashed, fell again and was out of it. 
DiCorte quickly took over from a 
fourth-place start and buzzed in the 





winner, while Spencer’s strong second 
moved him into fourth OA at 7-2 
aa Goodson (3-3) and Hallmark 
4-4 

Cajun Ricky Madole pumped his 
Honda so hard in the 125 Expert race 
that it blew a gasket, and turned what 
would have been his third straight win 
at Mosier into disintegration on the first 
heat’s final lap. Madole started looking 
over his shoulder with about three laps 
to go and his top end going away with 
his comfortable lead. After the white 
flag, Ricky’s Elsie finally quit, making a 
close race for second into a dash to the 
checkers for Eddie Roberts, Ruben 
Alonzo, Mark Pledger, and Mike Martin. 
Texarkana’s Randy Frakes (Yam) 
surprised all present with a 
start-to-finish win in the second moto 
after his unnoticed sixth in round one. 
Positions swapped freely behind him, 
and Roberts (Yam) ended low point 
man at 1-3 for first OA over Martin 
(Yam, 4-2), while Frakes jumped into 
third, Alonzo (Hon, 2-5) fourth, and 
Pledger slipped out with a last moto 
ninth. °

“here used to be a big difference 
between tiddlers and men's machines, but 
suddenly the 250’s are being ridden like 
125's and the big bores like 250's. The 
new Ossa 250 GP is a 125 with 250 
power and speed. Ossa released the new generation 
Phantom about a year and a half ago to rave reviews on 
power, weight, and handling while being soundly booed 
in the suspension department. Normally when a factory 
goes back to the drawing board they do a partial repair 
that comes out half-fast, or a total rebuild that destroys 
the earlier models good points’ while correcting it's 
faults. Not so with Ossa. 

The Phantom came with a conventional rear 
suspension tied to oil dampened shocks and an 
aluminum swingarm. It was out of step with the 
changing modes of modern LTR technology. It was 
similar to. building a light, fast hula hoop that only went 
half way around. It simply wasn't up to the marketing 
whims of a fickled audience. 

The new Ossa GP has long travel Betor gas shocks 
mounted at a 45 degree angle on a chrome moly 
swingarm. The rest of the frame remains as close to the 
successful formula as possible. The bike was lengthened 
an inch and one quarter to tame the most vicious 
horsepower-to-weight ratio in the industry. Lots of 
machinery on the track today puts out beans, but few 
put them directly into the ground. Even with weak 
wristed Pirelli knobs the Ossa GP becomes a handful 
when you grab a handful of throttle. 

As the Ossa GP comes out of the box it's ready to go. 
It was perhaps one of the more awe inspiring motocross 
bikes we've tested in a long time. Teethed on Japanese 
inscrutibility and indestructibility only the aficionado 
could get into some of the earlier Spanish mounts. We 
marked off the hard starting, gear missing and tail end 
hanging peculiarities to Latin blood. No more amigo, 
cause this Spanish flyer starts on the first kick, thanks to 
a bright sparking Motoplat CDI, rarely missed a shift, 
courtesy of some off season factory R&D, and handled 
with fine line precision. What sort of blasphemy is this? 
Are we trying to say it's better than an RM, YZ, CR or 
other alphabet concoctions? Yes, it is. 

The GP, an alphabet derivative of Grand Prix, is rated 
X for expert. Anyone else had better be prepared to 
spend a lot of time on the ground. Experts had better be 
prepared to spend some time on the ground. Ossa has 
combined an ultra light front end with a big chunk of 
mid-range traction potential. The bike is short shifted 
through all five gears with the front end pawing clear air 
all the way. A sloppy shift, a misplaced touch of 
over-eagerness and it’s hello terra-firma. All the power is 
useable, so if you don’t know how to use it you’re in 
trouble. ; 

We had our doubts about the suspension since it is a 
combination of items that didn't impress us very much 
on other packages. The shocks are similar to the gas 
Betors found on last year's Montesa, which weren't very 
impressive. Om the Ossa they are. The front forks are 
eight inch plus Betors that work well. After a couple of 
weeks the springs sag and the forks lose their snap. A 
couple of top out springs brought ours back around, but 
a good set of springs would be the hot set-up. 

A ride on the Ossa GP reminds one of his first ride on 
the first CR-125 Honda a couple of years ago. The bike 
accelerates so quickly that the mind is left behind. Two 
corners into the track you're three corners behind. The 
Ossa will lay through a berm with the best. of them, but 
with it's light steering and precision the rider can go 
inside or under any corner he wishes. 

The bottom line 

The negative aspects of this machine are few; 
fiberglass fenders that will probably self destruct. Ossa 
has plastic front fenders available. A downpipe is a thing 
of the past, but Ossa tried to tuck one underneath. No 
kill button could get the rider or the engine killed. The 
handgrips were universally disliked, but that doesn't 
mean you'll hate them. 

On the affirmative side the overriding factor is the 
amount of effort the racer wants to put in. This is a 
serious piece of racing equipment and leaves no room for 
sloppy thinking or sloppy riding. If you want to put 
your mind into getting around the track fast then this is 
the best motocross machine built this year. But if you 
think racing is recess at the funny farm you’d never cut 
the mustard on this bike.

The first was to install 
a Mid-Valley up-pipe that not only eliminates the banged cones 
and dinged welds, but also adds another thousand rpm's to the 
top end. Secondly, Kenny dropped his shocks into a more radical 
angle. than stock to increase the rear wheel travel beyond eight 
and one-half inches. Fox Shoxs with two springs are used. Finally 
Zahrt’s GP» has- Marzocchi front forks mounted because he 
believes they. work better than the stock Betors, and we agree. 

The rest of the bike is finely detailed with some carving to 
exposé the countershaft sprocket, a chain tensioner and personal 
touches. Weight saving was not one of the objectives as the bike 
was considered to be. right.
